These  herbs  are  each  boiled  separately  and  then  the  liquid  obtained  therefrom  is 
mixed  in  proportional  quantities  viz. : — 

30  25  per  cent,  of  Barberry  Wood.

25  „  ,.  „  Woodbetony. 

25  „  „  „  Woodsage  ; 

which  makes  an  excellent  remedy  against  all  Liver  Complaints  and  Scorbutic  Eczema, 
$5  3  tablespoons  full  should  be  taken  every  alternate  morning.

(1).  The  mixture  of  the  juice  of  the  several  herbs  in  proportionate  quantities  as 
40  above  described.
